You will have seen from my telegram 270 that prior 
to receipt of your instructions I had spoken to the King 
and Prime liinister about extending the truce to all 
Jerusalen, 


2. When I received your message I went to see the 
Prime liinister and he admitted that he and the King 
had failed to convince the others of the wisdom of this 
step, Azzam being the main stumbling block, They thought 
a truce over all Jerusalem would affect their freedom 
of action after liay 15th, 


3. I saw Azzam this afternoon and after an hour's 
argument in which I had to overcome fantastic strategic 
considerations I feel I have convinced him that it 
is in Arab interests to secure a truce over the whole of 
the Jerusalem municipal area, and to hope that the truce 
would persist after iiay 15th. Azzam even came to
